Festival History 


It’s refreshing to see that some things endure the 
test of time. 

The Astoria Regatta Festival is one of those 
things. 

Known as the oldest festival in the Northwest 
Association, whose other members include the 
Portland Rose Festival and Seattle’s SeaFare, 
Astoria’s annual Regatta festival has been drawing 
crowds to the shores of the Columbia River every 
August for more than a century. 

The first festival was celebrated in 1894 to coin- 
cide with the end of a successful fishing season. 
Since that time, it has evolved into a solid extrava- 
ganza filled with parades, boat races, shows and food 
that makes visitors’ mouths water. 

At the height of its success in the early 1900s, the 
Regatta attracted the attention of folks all the way 
down to San Francisco. During that time, races were 
scheduled for just about anything that could float: 
sailing yachts, gasoline launches, rowing barges, 
shells, lifeboats, tubs, canoes, cannery tenders, 
baysloops, punts and Whitehall boats. 

Festivalgoers of the past participated in log 
rolling, greased pole contests, horse races and shoot- 
ing tournaments. This year’s activities, while not

This fully-staged and costumed performance of
